oral counties in Wisconsin is tobacco 
For years Wisconsin tobacco farm 
ors have been subjected to a pric 
hazard. Buyers would go into th 
ield, look over the growing crop an 
ign a contract at a high rate pe 
ound. If later in the season it was 
ound that the price of tobacco ha 
one down the buyer refused to tak 
he crops at the price agreed, claim 
ng that the crop was not in a soui 
acking condition. If he failed 
stablisih this point he raised upo 
second provision of the present la 
/hich provides that all damaged to 
>acco be excluded. , 


"Tobacco farmers of . Wiscons 


lave too long been fleeced by som 
•uyers," said Sen. Bennett today. 
In my own vicinity there are scores 
f farmers,,who have been promised 
under a contract a good price for 
heir tobacco—from 35 to 45 cents a 
lound. 
Upon making deliveries 


luring the past week they have been 
old that all they would receive was 
15 cents. There isn't any reason 
why tobacco buyers should not be 
compelled to live up to their contract 
as well as lother people. For' that 
reason I will introduce a bill in the 
egislatore providing that all toba- 
cco purchased in the field sJiall be 
under a standard tobacco contract 
somewhat similar to a standard fire 
insurance policy. 
Then under this 


contract if any dispute arises^re- 
garding the sound' packing condi- 
tion of tobacco or to the amount of 
damaged tobacco it nvust.be refer- 
red to a board of arbitration comr 
posed of one* "man re1—esenting the 
buyer, one man representing 
the 


seller and a third man to be selected 
from- the 
immediate vicinity by 


these two men, the third man to 
have a knowledge of. tobacco grow- 
ing, selling, conditions. 


"I have taken this-matter up with 


many people who are interested in 
the sale «f tobacco and they believe 
that if a law can be passed wMct 
will provide for a standard form of 
tobacco selling contract which con- 
tract shall in turn provide for com- 
pulsory arbitration of -all contro- 
varsies ariting with buyer and sol 
ler with'regard to percentage _of 
damaged tobacco or ite quality tha 
the present unsatisfactory condi 
tion will-be terminated. Such a law 
will not work dUadvantageouarjrto

SUPERIOR, Wis.—"Many people 


think that the state university does 
little except teacJi students at Madi- 
son. On the contrary, nearly one- 
third of its gross operating expen- 
ses last year went into work for the 
state .at large—university exten- 
sion, agricultural extension and ex- 
periment, 
county 
agricultural 


agents, etc. Nearly $1,000,000 was 
spent for operations of this kind in 
1919-20. A .little more than one-half 
of this sum came from the state." 


So declared Pres. E..A. Birge, of 


the University of Wisconsin, in an 
address on "The Financial Problem 
of he University," before tne Ki- 
wanis club of Superior today. 


"The financial problems of 
the 


university come from two sources— 
the rise of costs due to the war and 
the rise in the number of students. 
If the university did nothing but 
teach, such a rise would mean more 
than doubling its cost of operation. 
But this has not happened since the 
quantity of -"ork done in extension 
and in agricultural representatives, 
etc.,-has not increase:) r?, has the 
number of students. The university 
therefore asked the special session 
of the legislature last May to add 
to its income of % mill the equiv- 
alent of 2-8 mill—an increase of 66 
per cent. This amount, which was 
granted by the special session, is 
the sum which comes- again before 
the regular session this winter, 
President Birge said the appro- 


priations of the state to the univer- 
sity have formed X diminishing part 
of its income during recent years 
and have remained almost station- 
ary, while the public cost of all 
other parts of the educational sys- 
tem has risen greatly. 
"As to building needs,", said Dr. 


Birge, "the university is in the same 
situation 'as .are the cities of the 
state; only it is'Worse off that they 
are. Its- population has risen about 
50 per.cent and. building has been 
almost stopped 
for six years in- 


stead of three. All of the buildings 
sisked. are additions' to existing 
buildings to take care of courses 
now being taught. 
".The university had no adjust- 


ment of its income to meet post-war 
conditions before the special' Session 
of last May. At that timje the leg- 
islature fairly met the. general' sit- 
uation so far as appropriations for 
operation are concerned, but. -.the 
provisions for raising: the Mima ap- 
propriate failed to meet executive 
approval.

Made On Retirement 


Fund in the State 


KUCKUK H E A D S BODY 


Says That Fund Can Only Pay 


23 Cents on Dollar of 


Promised Benefits

Startling disclosures as to the real 


financial condition of fcho Teachers' 
llotiroment Fund of Wisconsin were 
made public Thursday by the special 
iuftislativo 
committee 
which 
has 


been investigating the subject for 
tho past two years. The fund is in 
such condition that unless some 
steps are taken at this session 6f 
the legislature to amend the law 
and place the fund 
on a 
solvent 


basis, it will soon be impossible to 
pay the annuities promised under 
the law. 


To pay the teachers in Wisconsin 


who are at present contributing to 
the fund. the benefits promised to 
them when they retire the sum of 
$13,381,761 with interest from now 
on will be needed. 


To effect this obligation, the re- 


sources of the fund consist of as- 
sets on hand 5685,000, contributions 
of teachers dunns the next thirty- 
six years $1,261,013, together with 
;:11 of the State appropriations for 
the next thirty-six years which is 
iiciuivaleivt to $1,005,292, making a 
total of $3,041,400. 
Stated in other terms, if all pres- 


ent member? of 
the Retirement 


1'und arc treated equitably, the fund 
(.•an pay only twenty-three cents on 
each dollar. To pny even this pro- 
portion to the present teachers will 
use up all of their own contribu- 
tions, all of the accumulated assets, 
,smd all of the state appropriation 
for tho next thirty-six years, so 
that new teachers would receive no 
:issistanc* from the state during 
that period. 
Under the law, the State does not 


guarantee .the obligation of the 
fund in any way; on the contrary, 
the law requires that the Board of 
Trustees of the Retirement 
Fund 


iat«bly reduce tho annuities when- 
ever, in the judgment of the Board, 
I ho condition of the Fund shall re- 
quire such reduction.

Man With $100,000 in Wealth; Outlines Sug- 


gestions for Legislature

(Judge of Dane County Court) 
At the present tim« the governor 


and the letnslature are ^ndeavonng 
to deviso means of over-hauling our 
taxation system to the end that the 
methods may bo more just and that 
the burdens may be less onerous. 


That the relative results of our 


present property tax on realty and 
specific personalty on the one hand 
and of our income tax on the other 
are anomolous and unjust, must be 
conceded. 
To illustrate this, specific 
ex- 


amples of 
the 
•\yorkings of 
the 


present tax rates in this city may 
be .cited. 
Most heads of families who man- 


ape to accumulate but a few thou- 
sand dollars put this money in a 
home. 
On this 
home, say at an 


average assessed valuation here of 
$5,000, the rate being.,2%, the tax 
to be paid is ?112.50, with no ex- 
emption. 


Now, a wealthier man, say with 


twenty-five times as much property, 
of $125,000, Invested in 6 per cent 
mortgages and like securities, in- 
stead of realty, allowing tor ex- 
emption for himself and wife, pays 
a tax on $7,500 income of but $108, 
or $4.50 less than the ?5,000 home- 
stead man. 


If the $125,000 man, or his father 


before him, has invested the money 
in bank and corporation stock, he 
doesn't pay any tax at 
all. Of 


course the bank or corporation does 
but he is neither the bank nor cor- 
portion, and his income is at least 
as much as that of the mortgage 
security man who pays income taxes 
though the realty 
covered by his 


mortgages pays a large tax. 


Likewise, the man, with a wife, 


who has as much as $20,000 in se- 
curities, instead of realty^ pays no 
tax at all, with his exemption'taken 
out. 


And again, if the $125,000 man 


invests his money in realty he pays 
a realty tax of $2,812,50, in addi- 
tion to an income tax on his net in- 
come from the realty. 
It would seem that anybody can 


see the gross inequality and injus- 
tice of requiring a man worth say 
up to $125,000, with an income say 
up to $7,500, to pay 
more than 


twenty-five times, as much tax if 
he happens to invest it in realty 
rather than in securities: or to re- 
quire a laboring man or salary man 
with only .a $5,000 home, -to pay as 
much or more tax than the woll-to- 
do security man worth $125,000. 


(In the foregoing fijrures, sur- 


taxes, being more or less special 
and fugitive, nre not 
considered. 


Nor isv the federal 
tax, -yet the 


57,500 income man who -invests in 
realty would still pay not only his 
state 
income tax but many times 


this amount as realty tax, over and 
above the security man even after 
including payment of the federal 
tax.) 


As to remedies for this situation, 


it may be said that it is easier to 
criticise suggested remedies than to 
svggest adequate ones. 


One suggestion put 
forth ,is to 


orovide a realty exemption of from 
$3,000 to $5,000 free from taxation. 
While this looks plausible, yot there 
are apparently at least two objec- 
tions thereto: one, that this would 
wholly exempt a very large number 
of property owners from any taxa- 
tion, and that nil property owners 
ought to pay some tax in order to 
keep a proper and desirable interest 
in public affairs; second, that such 
an exemption would bo liable to put 
a most burdensome tax on the bal- 
ance of taxable realty to make up 
the tax deficiency, the limit being 
practically taken off. 


Another suggestion is to increaae 


the income tax exemption to $1,000 
for unmarried and $2,000 for mar- 
ried men. One objection suggested 
•to this is like the 
foregoing ex-. 


emiption, that it is not conducive to 
good citizenship to exempt such a 
very large proporation of fair in- 
come from paying any taxes; and 
another, is that this exemption is 
liable to cut both ways and prove 
not to be wholly eleemosynary. 


For instance, by this additional 


exemption, the 
laboring or salary 


man, with a wife, on an income of 
$1,500 would save but 
$3.00 and 


with a $2,000 income he would save 
but 
$8.00, 
while the 
wealthier 


$7,500 income man 
would save 


$21.50 because the exemption in ef- 
fect would be lopped off from the 
high rate tax end, and the bigger 
the income the larger the propor- 
tionate exemption. 


Another remrdy- suggested is to 


greatly increase the higher income 
or surtax on the theory that if the 
money is raised this way then the 
realty tax will be lessened by such 
increase. However that may be in 
theory, in practice is hasn't d<xne 
anything of the kind. It was said 
this would happen when the income 
tax was first proposed. But it 
didn't, and the realty tax has re-, 
mained as high, and we always get 
to the LIMIT. 


And right there, on the question 


of THE LIMIT, would seem to be 
th« nub of the whole realty tax 
proposition to -be cojisidared, if we 
ai« ever to keep it within reason- 
able bounds. 


Without unduly prolonging this 


discussion, or claiming infallibility, 
or even any expert knowledge on 
the subject, the following feasible 
remedies, on present 
information. 


may be suggested for 
considera- 


tion: 


First. Limit the amount of tax 


to be assessed against any realty 
and .Specific personalty to 20 nulls, 
or more equitably to 15 mills. 
Second. Limit the amount of tax 


that may be assessed on the first 
$5,000 of 
the assessed 
value of 


homesteads, to one-half the total 
realty tax rate limit, to 10 mills or 
7% mills. (If there were any ques- 
tion of constitutionality, and there 
probably is not, then include the 
first $5,000 assessment of all realty 
in Uhis exemption). 


Third. 
Provide 
for 
sufficient 


graduated income and 
corporation 


tax to raise money enough for all 
ordinary governmental expense, in- 
cluding interest 
on 
indebtedness 


and 5 per cent payment on the prin- 
cipal,—covering state, county, city, 
village, town, and school district re- 
quirements, — which with one-half 
of the allowable tax rate limit on 
realty and specific personalty, as- 
sessed locally, will take cars of all 
such 
ordinary 
governmental ex- 


penses. 
This would 
leave to the local 


units, as a workable and. elastic 
overplus, the other one-half of al- 
lowable realty tax 
for extraordi- 


nary expenses, improvements—and 
extravagances. 
Under such, or a similar proposed 


system, some' of the inequality and 
injustice would be removed, and at 
the same time home owning and 
realty investment would be encour- 
aged rather than penalized. ^ 
Another remedial method of tax- 


ation,- more ideal, more revolution- 
ary, and albeit more .equitable,— 
probably too revolutionary and too 
equitable to be even considered at 
the present time,—would be to tax 
all property, -tangible and intang- 
ible, 
on 
a ' uniform income-tax 


basis; i. e., on the 
assessment of 


realty, figure G per cent—the legal 
value of holding or withholding 
property—and tax this sum on an 
income-tax basis, 'adding thereto 
any additional income derived from 
income-bearing realty./ This would 
seem to be more nearly approach- 
ing that uniformity which our con- 
stitution makers evidently desired

speculation. The sugar beet produc- 
ers were paid for the beets on, the 
basis of less than 11 cents a pound, 
while sugar was placed, on the ta- 
ble all the way from 23 to "36 cents 
a pound. 
This 
situation obtains 


with respect to meat products, wool, 
cotton, wheat, and many other ar- 
ticles which are used as the neces- 
sities of life. 


"These speculative agencies per- 


form no useful service, and they are 
the parasites of trade. 


"We keep up a circle of rising 


and falling prices, under-production, 
employment and unemployment, the 
result of which is detrimental to 
both producer and consumer, and to 
society at large. 


"This, therefore, leads 
to 
the 


question of credit. If we can adjust 
our credit) system to a basis where 
industries can be permitted to con- 
tinue operation, and by such opera- 
tion continue the employment of 
workmen, we can bring aboxit a sit- 
uation where the purchasing power 
can be maintained without great 
fluctuation. 
If a practical 
credit 


system can be devised, with 
the 


proper extension of credit during the 
unsettled periods, we can maintain 
the consuming power of the people, 


"With respect to the produj?r, a 


credit system, properly devised, can 
be used as a means of stabilizing the 
prices of the farm 
products. 
In 


years of plenty, or under a stim- 
ulated 
agricultural production, 
a 


surplus may be produced. This sur- 
plus ought r.ot to be dissipated or 
wasted, but should be conserved. If 
the surplus is unloaded upon the 
market, you at once bring about a 
falling market, which will have its 
reaction upon the next year's pro- 
duction,—very detrimental to all. 


"Flooding of the market often en- 


hances the power also of the spec- 
ulators, especially when they control 
the storage and distribution of food 
products 
and they 
alone have 


a monopoly of storage and distribu- 
tion facilities, with the result that 
the consumer derives no benefit. 
Here, again, a system -of 
credit 


might be devised to conserve the 
surplus products, and thus protect 
the producer and prevent exploita- 
tion of the consumer by the specu- 
lative agencies."

Elimination of "toll takers" who 


profit from society without aiding 
in production, was stressed today 
as the only means of solvirg^ the 
country's industrial and agricultur- 
al problems, by Edward Nordman, 
director of the Division of Markets, 
speaking before the "Get-Together" 
marketing conference. 


He said that 
this 
elimination 


could be brought about by estab- 
lishing buying and selling market- 
ing machinery that., will reduce to 
the minimum the number oi middle- 
men by governmental : regulatiw. 
and control of buying., selling and 
manufacturing monopolies, and by 
shifting the burden of taxation from 
business and labor products to'nat- 
ural resources. 


Present industrial and agricultur- 


al 'conditions were pointed to, by the 
speaker as the rssult, largely, of 
unjust distribution of wealth. 
He 


urged that farmers and working- 
men unite to force the elimination 
of those who make a parasitical 
living from society. 
"It would seem that nothing can 


be clean than the interdependence 
of the farmer and city producer," 
Mr. Nordman declared. "They con- 
stitute the great body of consum- 
ers. 
Full employment, full wages, 


prosperity of each, is necessary to a 
like condition. Both together-con- 
stitute the great market 
of the 


country. 


Most Interesting Query. 


"One of .the 
most 
interesting 


questions, therefore, to the farmer 
is: How can the workman obtain the 
full product of his labor so as to 
have an abundance of the means to 
buy from the farmer what he pro- 
duces, and at a profitable price to 
the farmer? 


"If 3,000,000 are out of work, it 


may mean 3,000,000 fanners cannot 
market their products except at a 
loss. But it means more that thst; it 
means that ihe men out of work 
are competing for the jobs and dis- 
placing the men- with jobs at lower 
wages, resulting in a lower pur- 
chasing power. 


"Does not the farmer see that all 


this is undermining and destroying 
his best 
market? 
He may hire 


cheap 'help' next summer, but if ha 
does, it is because 'help1 is cheap 
in the industrial centers and men 
are out of work. But it also means 
that the market for his produce will 
be sluggish and prices low. Low 
wages do not make brisk buyers, 
and men out of work are a poor 
business asset for the farmer,. 


"The remedy must be involved in 


the question of how much each, is 
allowed to retain for his own use 
of what he produces. Then there 
are a large number of people who 
are not producers of goods in. the 
usual sense, but who' are necessary 
to society. 


A Doubtful Class. 


"There are others who constitute 


a more doubtful class, such as sales- 
men of stocks, bonds, and securities, 
various kinds of speculators, pro- 
moters, gamblers on the markets, 
who produce nothing, and who take 
toll from society to the extent, at 
least, of a living. 


"In the merchandising: of prod- 


ucts there are many middlemen who 
intervene and take more or leas toll 
in one way or another. Again much 
toll is taken.' from 
the 
people 


through transportation and public 
utility monopolies, and perhaps 
these should include such quasi- 
public and monopolized activities-as 
the beat packing business, the 
trust, and others. 


"But above and beyond all 
of 


these as a successful toll taker is 
the monopolization. of natural 
re- 


sources. 
The land, coal, copper, 


iron, lead, and oil deposits; timber

Eliminate Toll-Taker. 


"The only remedy is to eliminate 


the toll-taker. The most funda- 
mental and far-reaching remedy in 
this phase of'the work will come 
through organization. 
The secret 


of the unfavorable position which 
the farmers occupy in respect to/the 
businessmen with whom they Seal 
is that they are not sufficiently or- 
ganized. 


"The second line of attack is to 


remove8 the advantages .that come 
from the monopolization of natural 
resources. A tax on land.and nat- 
ural resources such as provided in 
the Nolan, .bill now before congress 
is a step in the right direction. 


•"This same attack can be made 


through the state legislature. The 
effective method of doing this is to 
remove tbe burden of governme***"! 
expense more and more from the 
products of enterprise and industry 
and to place this burden %on privil- 
ege and monopoly. The first step 
would be to eliminate the taxes on 
personal-property. 


"It mnst.be plain to anyone that 


when the burden of governmental 
expense is lifted from the products

the common man's standard of liv- 
ing will be higher.

and shoi> against fire is one of the 
most vital questions of the day," 
Rudolph II. Wiben, president of the 
Conservation and Five Prevention,

"In the old fable fire is reckoned 


one of the gifts of the immortals. 
Prometheus is described as pilfer- 
ing it from heaven that 
mankind 


might bo singularly endowed. While 
fire is one of the 'most beneficial 
•forces in nature fov ma«'s comfort 


I siiu convenience, it may become one 
of the most baneful and destructive. 
Its destructivcness is a great na- 
tional problem, receiving the earn- 
est attention of state and national 
governments, and of many captains 
of large industries, civic bodies and 
others who recognize its 
signifi- 


cance. 


"Our 
ravished forests became a 


j ready prey to fire, which destroyed 
millions upon millions of growing 
t.mber, with the result that today 
wo are beginning to feel tlw pinch. 
In addition we arc destroying hun- 
dreds of millions in property values 
by fire because of the careless hab- 
its and lack of foresight. 
It is 


but in recent years that a 
more 


conservative policy has been pur- 
sued. 
Cities arc spending millions 


more fov the maintenance of fire 
fighting equipment, which 
would 


not bt; necessary 
in so 
great a 


measure hud we been less greedy 
and more careful—giving a thought 
to the future. 


"You, 
like many of your elders, 


no doubt, live in the belief 
that 


property loss recovered through in- 
surance" cleans the slate. This is a 
fallacy- as property values once de- 
stroyed by lire are an absolute loss 
to the nation. 
The individual may 


be reimbursed for his loss through 
insurance, which is only a medium 
to distribute the loss of an individ- 
ual among the many; it is really in 
the nature of a ia.\ on all of us. 
It is one of the overhead expenses 
in business. 
We would raise an 


awful howl if called upon to pay 
this as a direct tax, amounting to 
about S3 per capita, yet we com- 
placently go on year after year pay- 
ing the' penalty for our careless- 
ness. What I wish to emphasize is 
that the actual values so destroyed 
lire lost to us forever. We are con- 
timiallv reminded through the banks 
to save a part of our daily earnings, 
a very laudable appeal, it bespeaks 


of thrift, but what good do we ac- 
complish if we fail to conserve the 
wealth we may xhave already ac- 
cumulated ? 


"You may be interested in learn- 


ing that 70 per cent to 80 pel cent 
of all fires are due to carelessness, 
which could have been prevented, 
had we learned to be more careful, 
Here are a few causes of fires re- 
ported in the morning's mail a few 
days ago: spark from chimney; de- 
fective flue; defective heating plant;

W 


ITH the population of Wis- 
consin in excess of 2,600,000, 
the amount of activities in 


the state in 1835, one year before 
its admission to statehood draws an 
interesting contrast. In 1856, twen- 
ty years after the creation of the 
Wisconsin 
Territory, 
Milwaukee 


was a city of 35,000, a little smaller 
than Madison at the present day. 
At that time Madison was a city of 
about 10,000. 
The story of sturdy 


pioneers who helped to 
build the 


foundation of Wisconsin's prosper- 
ity have been gathered by Wiscon- 
sin Historical society. With the 
legislature in session 
in Madiison 


this year enacting laws for a state 
with a population of over 2,600,000 
•the story 
of 
Stephen 
Taylor .of 


Mineral Point who visited 
Wiscon- 


sin in 1835, has a peculiar interest 
He was familiar with life in Mil- 
waukee, 
Madison 
and 
Mineral 


Point and has left a remarkable in- 
teresting picture of these commu- 
nities. 


"In the year 1835 I pitched my 


tent at Mineral Point," says Stephen 
Taylor in an old report which he 
sent to the Historical society, "one 
of the principle nucleuses of 
the 


early settlements of the Northwest, 
prior to which time West Michigan 
was but sparsely populated. 
Agri- 


culture occupied very limited at- 
tention; mining, smelting, and their 
requisite mechanical vocations, al- 
most exclusively 
absorbed the in- 


dustrial interests, of the people of 
the lead mines. 
Subsequently, July 


4, 1836. Wisconsin Territory, cover- 
ing the regions embraced by Iowa 
and Minnesota, merged into exist- 
ence, with, a total 
population (in 


1S35) of about 12,000 (including 
Oneida, Stockbridfre 
and Brother- 


town Indians, some of whom enjoy 
the rights of civilized citizens), and 
nearly 7,000 of whom resided east 
of the Mississippi river. The state 
under its present limits, numberec 
in 1850 over 305,000, and in 1855 
it contained over 
550,000. 
This 


rapid influx to me is not at all sur- 
prising; for as nature allotted a 
portion of our favored country as 
an earthly paradise, Wisconsin, with 
its fertility of soil and salubrity of 
climate, is eminently qualified in 
such distinction. 


Saw Big Growth 


"After an absence of over twelve 


years from Wisconsin, I was amaz- 
ed, during a 
recent visit, at the 


change time had wrought 
in its 
progress. Milwaukee is now rap- 
idly acquiring importance 
as a 


great city, haying a population of 
over 30,000, with immense commer- 
cial business and business capacity; 
her streets are spacious, well grad- 
ed and paved, her public and busi- 
ness houses and private mansions 
are constructed 
upon magnificent 


scales, and of tasty architecture; 
the brick used for building are of 
a beautiful buff color and of fine 
texture, which gives to the whole 
city the pleasing aspect, as I fancy 
it. of a tall prim Quackeress, clothed 
n plain, buff colored garb. 


"Madison, the second in popula- 


tion in the state, now numbers up- 
wards of 
8,600 inhabitants. 
The 


city, upon 
an . isthmus, or. more 


aroperly, upon ax peninsula, between 
Lakes Mendota and Monona, about 
three-fourths of a miile in width at 
its narrowest point has an irregu- 
ar undulating surface, though of 
easy and accessible 
grades in all 


directions. 


"In the summer of 1836, with a: 


comrade, I oamiped at 
the head of 


Mendota, witihin six 
miles of the 


spot where the Capitol now stands, 
it which time there was not within' 
twenty miles of that point, a single 
white inhabitant, and none within 
the present limits of Dane county, 
in area of 1,240 square miles, ex- 
cepting Col. E. Brijrham, at the 
51ue Mounds, and those 
of 
his 


vousehold. 
Contrast 
the present 


with the condition of the country 
learly twenty years ago, when the 
ndian and the 
deer, unmolested, 


roamed the forest and the plain, 
ind you 'behold the county of Dane 
vith over 37,000 enlightened and in- 
dustrious people^ and the flourish- 
ng city of Madison, the concentra- 
ion of fashion and influence, vicing 
rith older cities for 
pre-eminence 


as the seat of 
science, literature 


ind arts, with her university, State 
listorical society, State 
Agricul- 


uraj society, Natural History asso- 
:iatioh, public libraries, and vari- 
>us other local institutions, respect- 
ibly comparing with those of sim- 
lar character in the eastern states. 


"Prairie du Chien, at its conflu- 


••nce with the Wisconsin river, con- 
ains 
about 
2,000 
inhabitants, 


hough, like Rip Van Winkle, she 
las reposed for 
many years. A. 


railroad, in progress from Milwau- 
kee terminates here, and the pros- 
pect of the near approach of the 
'iron horse,' with its shrill 'whistle, 
seem* to have, aroused her citizens 
from.their lethargy. The superior 
steamboat landing and her agricul- 
tural and other 
advantages, war- 


rant for this ancient, frontier trad- 
ing post, at no distant day, an emi- 
nent position as a populous com- 
mercial city. 


Many Were Indians 


"Between Prairie du Chien and 


the Falls of St. Anthony, the coun- 
try prior to 1839, contained few in- 
habitants other than semi-civilized 
Indians; who occupied many of the 
prominent 
locations 
which now 


flourish as 
populous 
miniature 


cities; the most important of which 
are Lansing, in Iowa, 
Prairie La 


Grosse, Prescott and Hudson, in 
Wisconsin, and Winona, Bed Wing, 
Wabasha, Stillwater, St. Paul and 
St. Anthony, connected with Minne- 
apolis by a wire suspension bridge, 
from an island above the cataract, 
in Minnesota. 
These are all elig 


ible points in every view, yet, as 
inducements to capitalists and bus- 
iness ' adventurers would .it not, tend 
to advantageous results 
in 
the 


prosperity of these cities, were the 
proprietors to reduce the price of 
grounds to a grade at least as low 
as that of New York or Philadel- 
phia? 


"For some time prior to the set- 


tlement of tha 
Lead Mines, the 


miners were licensed to explore and 
occupy the mineral 
lands in that 


region, though -in 
consequence of 


the hostility of the Indians to the 
explorations and encroachments of 
she whites, they 
seldom ventured 


far beyond that 
protection which 


numerical strength and the defen- 
sive organization near Galena se- 
cured. 


"It was in the autumn of 1827, 


upon the cessation of the Winne- 
bago disturbances, that the more 
daring and enterprising banded to- 
gether in well armed squads, over- 
run the country prospecting in all

At the Diggings 


"It was customary, upon the dis- 


covery of new diggings, to distin- 
guish them by some appellation, so 
this locality was formally 
called 


'Mineral Point,' and hence the name 
of the present 
village. 


"Females, in consequence of the 


dangers and 
privations • of 
those 


primitive times, were as rare in the 
diggings, as snakes upon the Emer- 
ald Isle, consequently the bachelor 
miner, from 
necessity, 
performed 


the domestic duties of 
cook and 


washerman, and the preparation of 
meals was indicated by appending 
a rag 
to an upright -pole, which 


fluttering in the breeze, telegraphi- 
cally conveyed the glad tidings to 
his hungered 
brethren • upon the 


hill. Hemce, this circumstance, at a 
very early date, gave the provin- 
cial sobriquet 
of 
"Shake Rag' or 


'Shake Rag under the Hill,' which 
that part of 
the now flourishing 


village at 
Mineral 
Point, lying 


under the hill, 
has acquired, and 


which in all probability it will ever 
retain. So much for the origin of 
Mineral Point."

by suit in the circuit court of Dane 
county -in action to be brought in 
the name of the state <m the rela- 
tion or complaint of the attorney 
general or any citizen of the state. 


"If any such forfeiture shall be 


collected in a suit brought by a citi- 
.zen, 
the citizen bringing the suit 


stall be awarded a portion of the 
recovery, in the discretion of the 
court, not exceeding five per cent 
'.f tlhe recovery."

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Tax-Dodging Millionaires 


The War is Over Now and the Makers of Excessive Profits 


Are Demanding a New Deal. 


JERRY ON THE JOB—Snatching An Opportunity 


T 


HERE was rich picking for the profiteers in 1918. It was 
the year of big war contracts, of the Hog-Island deal, of 


the sale and lease of war-camp sites, and of the creation of new 
towns, through war industry. 


Yet income tax returns for 1918 show that there were 5,248 


fewer persons paying on millionaires' incomes than in the pre- 
vious year. How did this happen? 


The New York Times gives an explanation in a recent is- 


sue. And nobody can accuse the Times of being unfriendly 
to the great accumulators of wealth. It says: 


"Millionaires know how to pay their taxes in strict accord- 


ance with the law, and in such a manner that they do not pay 
too much in punishment for their wealth, according to lawful 
standards. By putting their money in exempt securities, pro- 
vided for the purpose, they keep their income intact, but also 
divert their wealth from more remunerative investments." 


The millionaires were caught for big taxes in 1917, but they 


learned from their lawyers to practice many methods of evasion 
in 1918. But they are not satisfied, and they are making a 
strong push for a complete revolution in our system of federal 
laxation. A typical program of revision is that agreed upon by 
Die Milwaukee Association of Commerce as the result of a thor- 
ough discussion and a referendum. 


The Milwaukee papers say that as to the excess profit tax 


there was a uninimity of opinion that it must be repealed, and 
that the revenue now derived from it must not be provided by a 
higher income tax. 


A tax on consumption is recommended to take the place of 


the excess profit tax They call it a "turn-over tax." 
It is a 


series of sales taxes. It is suggested that a one per cent tax be 
collected on each sale of raw material to manufacturers, then 
;igiiin upon the manufacturers' sale of his products, then an- 
other one per cent on the jobbers' sales, and finally a one per 
cent tax on the retailers''sales. 


Another change in the revenue law which the Milwaukee 


men favor is this: "Net losses and inventory losses of any year 
should make the taxpayer entitled to a re-determination of in- 
ccme taxes of the preceding year." 


Other features of taxation favored by the Milwaukee pro- 


gram are as foHows: "There should be NO GRADUATED TAX 
on undistributed corporation earnings; each individual stock- 
holder of the corporation should NOT pay his own normal tax; 
income from any new issues of securities which may lawfully be 
made subject to federal tax, should NOT BE SUBJECT TO 
LEVY; incomes of Americans, resident abroad, derived abroad, 
and not remitted to the United States should NOT BE TAXED; 
profits from the sales fr-mi capital assets should be allocated 
over the period in which they were earned and be taxed at the 
rates for the several years of that period.
